tody on the warrant. Bond was set at 
$5.000 and was furnished within a 
short time, whereupon Wise was re- 
leased pending the action of the grand 
jury, which will launch a probe into 
the death of Livers.

OF SOVIET WAR FLEET 


Black Sea Vessels Are Armed 
as Russian Men o’ War 
Are Reported. 


WRANGEL SHIPS SOUGHT 


Bucharest, Nov. 22 (A.P.).—The re- 
ported sudden appearance on the Black 
Sea Of several soviet war vessels pushed 
politics off the front page of Roumanian 
newspapers today and caused what ap- 
peared to be a real scare throughout the 
country. 

For several days soviet torpedoboats 
have been reported patrolling the routes 
usually followed by Roumanian and 
foreign mail and passenger steamers, 
causing the Roumanian admiralty to 
arm all its larger vessels.

Corporation Rate Cut.

Prime Minister Will . Have 
Luncheon at the White 
House Today. 


William L. Mackenzie-King, Canada’s 
jolly prime minister, arrived in Wash- 
ington yesterday afternoon and an- 
nounced that his sole purpose in com- 
ing here was to see Canada’s new lega- 
tion and to meet old friends and new 
ones. He insisted his visit had no po- 
litical significance. 

Prime Minister Mackenzie-King, who 
is the first Canadian political leader 
to visit the new legation, arrived near- 
ly an hour late due to the disrupted 
train schedules caused by New England 
floods. He was met by Minister Vin- 
cent Massey, who escorted him to the 
legation at 1746 Massachusetts avenue 
northwest There he quickly changed 
from formal attire to a sack suit, and 
held an interview with newspaper men. 

Afterward the prime minister set out 
to pay his respects to President Cool- 
idge and to Secretary of State Kellogg. 
The last time he saw Mr. Coolidge was 
in 1922, when the latter was Vice 
President. Today he will have lunch- 
eon with President Coolidge at the 
White House. 


Declines to Discuss Politics, 


In the interview, the prime minister 
good-naturedly declined to discuss any 
question that smacked of politics, 
either local or international. Among 
the questions that came under the 
ban was that of immigration.

WIRELESS RATE TREATY 
ROUSES AADIO PARLEY 


Greek and Japanese Delegates 
Decline to Approve Article 
Fixing Charges. 


1932 SESSION AT MADRID 


(Associated Press.) 
The first reading of the wireless con- 
vention and accompanying regulations 


was completed yesterday by the Inter- 
national Radio Conference, but not 
without renewed discussion of all the 
controversial points which have im- 
peded progres most during the seven 
weeks of negotiations. 

It previously had been decided—the 
United States alone obstaining—that 
the charge per word on radiograms 
transmitted from ship would be 40 
French gold centimes, while the charge 
would be 60 centimes if transmitted 
from land stations to ships. The Greek 
and Japanese delegations, however, re- 
frained from approving this article, and 
in an effort to work out a compromise 
the conference accepted a proposal to 
make the 60 and 40 centimes merely 
maximum charges, which, in the case 
of land stations, could be charged if 
operation proved exceptionally ¢x- 
pensive. 

During yesterday’s session the Chi- 
nese delegation notified the conference 
that the peculiar political regime exist- 
ing in that country, with foreign con- 
cessions, railway areas, settlements and 
leased quarters, gave foreign countries 
no right to install and operate radio 
stations without the express consent of 
the Chinese government. 

Chin Cun Wang, chief Chinese dele- 
gate, repeated a statement made at the 
Washington Arms Conference to this 
effect and added that “the Chinese gov- 
ernment has not since withdrawn or 
modified that declaration.” Wang add- 
ed that no provision adopted by the 
present conference should be con- 
strued as infringing upon this declara- 
tion. 

The final meeting of the conference 
has been called for Friday, when it is 
expected that the second reading of the 
convention and regulations will take 
place, and these documents signed by 
the plenipotentiaries. 

Madrid, Spain, was chosen yesterday 
for the conference to be held in 1932.

A second appeal was made to prohibi- 
tion authorities, and this resulted in 
the announcement that Brewer's activi- 
ties hereafter would be conducted away 
from the county in which he was in- 
dicted. It was not until yesterday that 
it was learned he was working with an 
enforcement squad at Fort McHenry, 
Baltimore. Brewer is expected to go on 
trial in the Federal court in Baltimore 
the last of this month.

Assistant Attorney General Wille- 
brandt, in charge of prohibition prose- 
cutions, found herself out of harmony 
with members of the Supreme Court 
yesterday in the argument of the case 
of John P. Donnelly, former director 
of prohibition in Nevada.

HEATING PLANT ON MALL 
TO BE CONSIDERED LATER 


| No Serious Consideration Be- 


fore Four Years, Says 
Architect of Treasury. 


EXCAVATORS HIT WATER 


Although excavation for one of the 
group of new Government buildings to 
be erected on the.south side of Penn- 
sylvania avenue is now under way, no 
detailed consideration of the proposed 
mammoth central heating plant for the 
group will be taken up in the near fu- 
Atture, it was said yesterday at the office 
of the Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury. 

Present plans provide that the De- 
partment of Commerce and the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue buildings shall 
have their own heating plants. Plans 
for the central heating plant; to heat 
all new buildings in the Mall triangle 
and possibly other Government build- 
ings on the Mall, are not expected to 
materialize until a majority of the 
group of structures have been com- 
pleted. 

Supervising Architect James A. Wet- 
more denied the report that his office 
will make a complete report on the 
proposed central heating plant to the 
coming session of Congress. The pro- 
posal will not come up for serious con- 
sideration for possibly four or five years, 
he said. 

Steam shovels excavating the site of 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue Build- 
ing, just south of the Post Office De- 
partment, have struck running water 
after going down only a few feet, but 
this is not expected to delay comple- 
tion of the excavation, it was said at 
the Treasury. Some of the water is 
believed to be from house connections, 
but the main source is attributed to 
the fact that the site was originally 
a marsh. While the water has neces- 
sitated using a pump along with the 
steam shovel, W. F. Brenizer, in charge 
of the excavating, said he will com- 
plete the job on time even if it is 
necessary to put additional shovels to 
work. Ninety days are allowed by the 
contract for the completion of the 
work. 


Conduit Road Citizens 
Fight Loan for Parks 


Although favoring the extensive de- 
velopment of parks within the District, 
the Conduit Road Citizens Association, 
meeting in the Potomac Heights Com- 
munity Church, last night adopted a 
resolution opposing the proposed $10,- 
000,000 loan from the United States 
Treasury to the National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission for devclop- 
ment of parks. 

The association also recorded itselt 
in opposition to the proposal to enact 
legislation to compel motorists to carry 
liability insurance. Thirty-one new

25 MORE TO BE BOUGHT 


(Associated Press.) 
A naval seaplane, the PN-11, having 
a flying radius of approximately 3,000 
miles, has been completed at Philadel- 
hia. 
Capt. Emory 8. Land, assistant chief 
of the Bureau of Aeronautics, said yes- 
terday the plane would be capable of 
making the flight to Hawali without 
trouble, and that it was “hoped a 
radius of 3,500 miles might be reached.” 

Naval officials said there were no 
plans for a transpacific flight, because 
it was not known what the plane could 
do. Secretary Wilbur amplified this by 
saying the plane would be put in regu- 
lar servic: and not used for a round- 
the-world flight. 

The plane is of the sape type as that 
flown by Commander Rodgers in his 
attempt to reach Honolulu, with all the 
improvements and safety devices in- 
vented since that time added. 

Capt. Land said construction of the 
ship was in line with the policy of air 
expansion being followed by the Navy 
and that it was a forerunner of other 
ships of the same type. 

The Bureau of Aeronautics is in the 
market for 25 such planes. Bids, many 
of which already have been received, 
will be opened next month.

WISE UNDER ARREST 
ON MURDER CHARGE

called professionally to Fitzsimmons’ 
home here the morning of the fight, 
testified today that Wise had told him 
Livers had insulted him after an ar- 
gument and that he had hit Livers. 
He exhibited a bruised fist with which 
he said he had struck the local man 
on the chin. The fatal fracture was 
on the top of the head toward the 
right front. The State’s theory is, it 
is learned, that this fracture might 
have been sustained when Livers fell 
on the floor. 

Mrs. Livers, widow of the dead man, 
testified today that she observed her 
husband on the bed a short time after 
he reached home and also several times 
later, but thought him merely intoxi- 
cated and did not arouse him. 

When she saw his condition later, 
after observing blood, she called a 
physician. She did not hear her hus- 
band come into the house the morning 
that he was injured. It was her first 
public appearance in the case. 


Declares Wise Was Disturbed. 


The mother of Mrs. Livers, Mrs. Ana- 
belle Morrison, who lives at the Livers’ 
home similarly testified she did not 
hear ‘Livers come home. The game 
companions said Livers drove his own 
car home, accompanied by Smith, and 
Smith helped him to the front door 
and left him. Both Wise, who stayed 
with Fitzsimmons here, and Fitzsim- 
mons were disturbed some hours after 
the hotel affair by fears as to the con- 
dition of Livers, both Dr. Tonkin and 
Smith testified. Smith said he observ- 
ed Wise in considerable distress when 
he joined him later in the day. They 
conferred as to what should be done, 
and it was suggested that Smith see 
the Livers’ family and “fix it up.” 
They agreed on no plan, however. This 
was all some hours before the serious- 
ness of Livers’ injury became known. 
The coroner’s jury merely found that 
Livers came to his death from a frac- 
ture sustained when his head came into 
contact with a hard surface, causing a 
fracture of the skull with accompany- 
ing hemorrhages with resultant pres- 
sure upon the brain sufficient to cause 
death. 

The warrant served on Wise is what 
is known as a “blank” one, charging 
deliberate and malicious and willful 
murder. Under West Virginia law mur- 
der warrants are not differentiated as 
to degrees, the degree being determin- 
ed. when the case is called. Wise will 
be held for the February term of cir- 
cuit court here.

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Mississippi Valley Spoke: 
Say Government Should — 
Assume Entire Cost. 
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(Associated Press.) 

The Federal Government is the prop- 
er agency to control the flood waters of 
the Nation, the House flood committee 
was told yesterday by New England 
and lower Mississippi Valley spokesmen, 

New England as yet has no plan for 
the control of its streams, but is await- 
ing the findings of the Army engineers 
and Attorney General Sargent and Sec- 
retary Hoover, it was said by Represen- 
tative Treadway (Republican), of 
Massachusetts. He said the New Eng- 
land situation should be considered in 


a different manner from that of the 
Mississippi. 

Gov. Martineau of Arkansas, chair- 
man of the Arkansas, Louisiana and 
Mississippi flood control committee, 
urged that a national plan must assume 
the prevention of flood destruction, not 
only on the Mississippi River, but on 
the tributaries of the entire basin. Hé 
said the Army engineers constituted the 
best agency to carry out flood control. 

For Louisiana, stronger levees and 
spillways are the remedies for flood pro- 
tection, James P. Butler, New Orleans 
banker, said. He said Louisiana favored 
three spillways—at the artificial cre- 
vasse at Caernarvon, below New Ore 
leans; at Bonnet Carre, north of the 
city, and through the Atchafalaya River. 

L. D. Crosby, of Picayune, Miss., rep- 
resenting that State on the tristate 
committee, said the people of his State 
believed Congress would recognize flood 
control as a national problem. 

The three spokesmen for the lower 
valley States declared it was essential 
the entire cost of flood control be as- 
sumed by the Federal Government. 


Radio Commission 
Decision Appealed 


Harold E. Smith, who operates sta- 
tion WOKO at Peekskill, N. Y., has filed 
an appeal in the Court of Appeals from 
an order, dated November 2, of the 
Federal Radio Commission denying him 
an increased wave length. Through 
Attorney H. Winship Wheatley the 
plaintiff says that the commission reé- 
fused him a longer wave length because 
of the interference it might cause with 
station WABQ at Philadelphia, Pa. 

Smith also says that station WQAA, 
at Pittsburgh, Pa., is allowed to oper- 
ate on the same wave length he asked 
for the Peekskill station, and that the 
Pittsburgh station is the same distance 
from Philadelphia as the Peekskill ste- 
tion and does not interfere with WABQ. 


Prince Georges for 
Market in Eckington 


Establishment of the Farmers’ Maf- 
ket on a site in Eckington was recome- 
mended in a resolution adopted yester- 
day at the annual meeting of the 
Prince Georges County Community 
Council at Upper Marlboro. The Coun- 
cil is composed of representatives of 
civic and other organizations in the 
county. W. T. Thorne, chairman of 
the market committee of the council, 
declared that the farmers of the county 
favored the location of the site in Eck- 
ington.

CONTRADICTIONS NOTED 
IN KLUG’S TESTIMONY 


State Starts Its Attempt to 
Prove Killing Was Con- 
spiracy Result. 


Cincinnati, Nov. 22 (A.P.).—Contro- 
verting his own statements and taking 
refuge behind “I don’t recollect,” 
George Klug, the man who drove 
George Remus to Eden Park here, 
where Remus killed his wife, Octboer 6 
last, testified in Remus’ trial here 
today. 

Klug was called as a witness for the 
prosecution, but proved so hostile that 
the State asked that the record show 
that it expressed surprise. 

On the night of October 5, Klug tes- 
tified, he was called by telephone by 
George Conners, who has been identi- 
fied as one of Remus’ secretaries, and 
told that Remus wished him to come 
downtown and drive his car. 

Upon that occasion he drove Remus 
to the hotel in which Mrs. Remus was 
living, but said that Remus did not 
leave the car in an effort to see his 
wife, which had been declared the pur- 
pose of the trip. 

After remaining outside the hotel for 
some time, both remaining in the mo- 
torcar throughout, Remus directed that 
he be driven home and that Klug call 
for him there the next morning at 
about 7 o'clock. 


Contradictory Statements. 


Klug first stated that he had obtained 
the automobile from his own home, 
then that he had gotten the keys to it 
from Conners at a downtown hotel in 
front of which the machine had been 
parked, and again that he had not seen 
Conners at the hotel. 

In a statement to the police the 
afternoon of the shooting, Klug said 
that he had kept the automobile at his 
home and that Remus had telephoned 
him there at 7 a. m. to come to the 
Remus mansion on Price Hill. This was 
introduced as evidence. 

In his testimony today Klug asserted 
that he had spent the night in a gam- 
bling club and went for Remus as he 
had been told to do the night before. 

Upon arriving at Remus’ downtown 
hotel the night preceding the shooting 
Klug testified he saw only Remus, but 
he admitted under cross-examination 
that two weeks ago he informed the 
county prosecutor that he had seen 
Conners and a group of men in Remus’ 
suite. 

“My case comes up tomorrow and l 
want to see Mrs. Remus before she goes 
to court.” Klug quoted as the only re-

Klug described himself as a pipe- 
fitter who for the past six months had 
been a chauffeur for Remus and Con- 
nors. 

Klug was the fifteenth witness of 
the day. He was preceded on the wit- 
ness stand by seven men and women 
who either saw Remus shoot his wife 
or standing over her with a pistol in 
his hand after she had been wounded 
fatally, the surgeon who performed an 
operation in an effort to save Mrs. 
Remus’ life and several witnesses called 
in an effort to prove that the woman 
was Slain as a result of a conspiracy. 

In trying to prove the conspiracy, 
Mrs. Leulla Glover, hotel room inspec- 
tor, and Robert Clark, a waiter, were 
called. 

Mrs. Glover testified that she had 
seen Miss Blanche Watson, Remus’ sec- 
retary, named by the prosecution as a 
coconspirator, in the Remus suite from 
time to time, but she added that Remus 
used’ the hotel rooms as a business of- 
fice, that the door nearly always was 
open and that many persons came 
there. 

Clark said he served dinners for four 
the night before Mrs. Remus was slain 
and that the order was “hurry up,” but 
under cross-examination he testified 
that he could identify only Remus of 
those there and that Remus had urged 
speed because some members of the 
party had to catch a train. 


Testimony Amuses Remus. 


One witness today, Willlam Smith, a 
negro, the first to testify that he had 
seen Remus shoot his wife, asserted that 
Remus held the pistol in his left hand. 
Remus chuckled long over that bit of 
testimony. He naturally is left-handed, 
but the indictment read that he had 
held the lethal weapon in his right 
hand. 

Carl E. Basler, an assistant prosecutor, 
said, however, that the statement 
“right hand” in the indictment did not 
necessarily render it faulty, 

Remus, although husky from a se- 
vere cold, found voice enough to talk 
twenty minutes at one stretch, but, for 
the most part, he sat silently and made 
copious notes.

laughed. “I’m going to fix the ship 
and fly her back to San Francisco. 
And then, as soon as the moon’s full 
and I can get new charts, I'll be off 
again. I’ve started to fly to Australia 
and, by George, I’m going to do it.” 

“One more thing,” he said. “I think 
that my experience solves definitely the 
mystery of what happened to the lost 
Dole racers. I had a biplane and it 
was only by the sheerest luck that I 
survived what I went through. A 
monoplane is much less stable. than a 
biplane; it wouldn’t have had a chance 
in the weather that turned me over. 
You can see what must have hap- 
pened.” 

Giles made his perfect three-point 
landing at San Simeon at 3:20 o’clock 
this afternoon. Eight hours before Giles 
had hopped from Mills Field in a per- 
fect take-off. 

From the moment he passed the 
Farallone Islands he was lost. Ships 
at sea kept sharp lookouts for him, 
but reported nothing. Uneasiness be- 
gan to grow as the hours passed and 
the ships he should have passed failed 
to report him. 

“The weather was fine until I got 
about 300 miles out, when it started 
getting bad—cloudy, with rain squalls,” 
said the flier, “and I began to feel 
those air pockets they have out there 
over the Pacific—the same things that 
must have spelled ‘curtains’ for Jack 
Frost and Bill Erwin and Auggy Pedlar 
and Miss Doran, you know. 

“It wasn’t bad enough to stop me 
though. I figured I'd get. through. 
But my luck was out—or maybe it’s 
‘in.’ Four hundred and eighty miles 
out, I ran into utterly foul weather. 
The clouds were very thick and low 
and there were incessant rain squalls. 
There wasn’t much wind, but the 
pockets were awful.” 


Ship Upside Down. 


By “air pockets” the flier referred 
to differences in density in the air. 
His term that his plane. went “hay 
wire” was aviators’ slang meaning that 
it went completely out of control. 

“Finally my ship dropped into one 
of these ‘pockets’ and before I knew 
it she was upside down,” the ocean 
flier said. 

“The gas in the main tanks was 
then overloaded, you know.

“I only dumped the main tanks, 
keeping enough in the wings to fly 
me back to the coast—I hoped. I made 
a rough guess. After sighting the shore 
about 60 miles north of wheré I finally 
landed I found a landing place in a 
creek bed at San Simeon. I honestly 
never expected to make the mainland; 
I was simply flying against hope, in 
desperation, that’s all.” 

Giles went through his terrific over- 
Pacific experience with no life-aid but 
a simple life-saving belt, such as are 
used on seagoing vessels, strapped 
around him. Nor did his ship, named 
the Wanda after the sister of the 
designer of the plane, carry a radio. 

“In those seconds I was fighting for 
life, what chance do you think I'd 
have had of sending out any S O S's 
on a silly old radio?” he said tonight. 
“My hands and feet and head were all 
busy with the plane, you know.” 

Giles was intent on making a trans- 
pacific flight by a series of five or six 
stages to arouse interest in commercial 
aviation in the antipodes.

‘Toledo, Ohio, Nov. 22 (A.P.).—There 
is a higher and more sacred law than 
the Volstead act or any prohibition law, 
and that is the sanctity of the home.

which prescribed “an eye for an eye 
and a tooth for a tooth.” 

This decision, coming’ to Mrs. Sny- 
der and Gray in the Sing Sing death 
house, almost on the eve of Thanks- 
giving Day, from New York’s highest 
court, leaves only the bare possibility 
of commutation of sentence by the 
governor between them and the elec- 
tric chair soon after the turn of the 
year. And, undoubtedly, Mrs. Snyder 
and Gray can hope but in vain for 
clemency from Gov. Al Smith, who has 
never commuted a sentence of death 
to life imprisonment when all the 
judges of the Court of Appeals agreed, 
as they have in this case. 

At public pleadings for rescue from 
the death penalty, the governor has 
more than once put himself on record. 

“I will not interfere with the de- 
cision. of this high court when all the 
judges are of one opinion,” he has 
declared. 

The date of execution will be fixed 
tomorrow. Under the law of this State 
the death sentence must be carried 
out not less than four weeks nor more 
than eight weeks after the appeals 
court’s order has been signed. The 
judges of the Court of Appeals will sign 
the death warrant some time tomor- 
row. William J. Armstrong, the clerk 
of the court, will certify it by his 
countersignature and then send it to 
Warden Lawes at Sing Sing Prison. 

The tentative date for the pair’s 
execution set tonight was the week be- 
ginning Monday, January 9. What- 
ever small consolation it may give them 
Mrs. Snyder and Gray know that they 
will be alive for another Christmas 
and New Year’s Day. Armstrong, who 
usually sets the date for executions 
in New York State, ordinarily allows 
six or seven weeks to elapse following 
the week in which the court makes its 
decision. 

In the minds of Judge Lehman, Pre- 
siding Judge Benjamin N. Cardoza and 
their associates, there isn’t the slight- 
est room for doubt about the mutual 
and equal guilt of the defendants, the 
decision revealed. Their trial, the court 
stated, as conducted by Supreme 
Court Justice Townsend Scudder, was 
eminently fair.

He is frequently a guest 
of the governor at the executive man- 
sion, and it is known Smith holds his 
judgment in high esteem.

Chicago, Nov. 22 (A.P.).—The police 
scored first today in the grim war to 
the death between rival gangsters for 
control of gambling and bootlegging 
privileges. 

One gangster was dead from a police 


bullet, thirteen others alleged by police 
to be implicated in plots to kill their 
rivals faced charges ranging from dis- 
orderly conduct to conspiracy to com- 
mit murder, and police squads with 
machine guns searched in armored 
automobiles for new gangsters to con- 
quer. 

Even “Scarface Al” Capone, one of 
the few gang leaders to escape death 
in the gang war of extermination two 
years ago, and the object of an assassi- 
nation plot in the present feud, did 
not escape the authorities. 

Immaculately groomed, even to spats 
and a cane, the youthful Capone, sur- 
rounded by surly, grim-faced body- 
guards, appeared in police court today 
to answer to a charge of disorderly 
conduct, which was dismissed. Then, 
still surrounded by his lieutenants, he 
was whisked away to his hotel, which 
virtually had been transformed into 
an armed fortress. 

Shortly after Capone’s trip to court, 
one of his enemies, Joseph Aiello, was 
released on bond and started for his 
home trembling for his life after being 
refused a police escort.

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QUTLAWING OF WAR 


Kansas Senator Would Have 
Negotiations With France 
and Other Nations. 


RESOLUTION IS DRAFTED 
TO OFFER IN CONGRESS 


Provides That Signatories 
Would Withhold Aid From 
Ag ‘ressor Countries. 


(Associated Press.) 

A resolution which would request 
President Coolidge to enter negotiations 
with France and “like-minded nations” 
for treaties outlawing war has been pre- 
pared by senator Capper (Republican), 
Kansas. for submission to the next 
Congress. 

Mr. Capper, who is a member of the 
Senate foreign relations committee, 
proposes also that the treaties should 
provide that the signatory governments 
were not to give “aid and comfort” to 
aggressor nations in warfare. 

In the preamble of his resolution, the 
text of which was made public today, 
Mr. Capper recalls the willingness ex- 
pressed last April by Foreign Minister 
Briand, of France, to negotiate_a treaty 
with the United States to outlaw war 
and calls attention that the present 
arbitration treaty between France and 
the United States expires next Febru- 
ary. 

Peaceful Settlements Proposed. 


The main body of his proposal, which 
would require approval by both the 
House and Senate and go to the Presi- 
dent for his signature, reads: 

“Now, therefore, be it 

“Resolved by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled, That 
it be declared to be the policy of the 
United States: 

“I. By treaty with France and other 
like-minded nations formally to re- 
nounce war as an instrument of pub- 
lic policy and to adjust and settle its 
international disputes by mediation, ar- 
bitration and conciliation; and 

“Il. By formal declaration to accept 
the definition of aggressor nations as 
one which having agreed to submit in- 
ternationa] differences to conciliation 
arbitration or judicial settlement, be- 
gins hostilities without having done so; 
and 

“Ill By treaty with France and other 
like-minded nations to declare that the 
nationals of the contracting govern- 
ments should not be protected by their 
governments in giving ald and comfort 
to an aggressor nation; and 

“Be it further resolved that the 
President be requested to enter into ne- 
gotiations with France and other like- 
minded nations for the purpose of con- 
cluding greaties with such nations in 
furtherance of the declared policy of the 
United States.” 


Would Follow Words With Acts. 


Recalling the expressions of both the 
United States Government and France 
in favor of arbitration as a means of 
settling disputes, the Kansas senator 
declared in a statement that “it is time 
the United States, as the world’s most 
powerful, secure and pacific nation. 
should follow words with acts.” 

“Nothing further is to be gained,” he 
added, “by repeating pious platitudes 
by uttering high-sounding moral gen- 
eralities, or by professing to be devoted 
to international peace and opposed to 
war We are under the necessity of do- 
ing something constructive to give ex- 
pression to what is obviously over- 
whelming public sentiment in the 
United States relative to the discontin- 
uance of war and preparations for war.” 

Senator Capper pointed out that the

UNION HEADS CONTINUE

Coolidge Held Convinced That 
Industry Is Undergoing In- 
evitable Readjustment.

Efforts on the part of labor chiefs to 
get the Federal Government to take a 
hand in the Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia and Ohio coal mining suspenion 
continued yesterday, although the White 
House represented President Coolidge 
as being convinced the bituminous in- 
dustry is undergoing an inevitable re- 
adjustment. 

John L. Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers, was in conference with 
Secretary of Labor Davis a good part 
of the day, pressing further the pro- 
posals that William Green,, head of the 
American Federation of Labor, advanced 
Monday to President Coolidge. These 
would entail the calling of a conference 
in Washington between Pennsylvania 
bitumious operators and miners’ union 
spokesmen, and the institution of a 
congressional investigation into the 
mining tie-up in northern territory. 

President Coolidge’s view, after his 
talk with the union men, was said to 
be that he saw no direct answer to the 
problem of restoriz g peace and produc- 
tion. He hoped the Labor Department 
might be of some assistance and would 
look for its suggestior and cooperation. 

The President has been told some of 
the Northern operators, if they acceded 
to the demands of the miners, would 
be able to buy coa’ more cheaply than 
they could produce it, and considers 
that if such cost conditions prevail, 
there will be nothing possible for all 
concerned but to await the normal 
economic termination

300 INSPECT PLANT 
OF POWER COMPANY 


Guests of Potomac Electric 
Impressed by Equipment 


at Benning. 

Three hundred public officials and 
prominent citizens were guests yester- 
day of the Potomac Electric Power Co. 
at a luncheon and inspection of that 
corporation’s new $3,000,000 installation 


of machiery at its Benning plant. 

Visitors declared themselves impressed 
not only with the size and described 

tentiality of the equipment, but with 
ts efficiency in point of safety devices 
and utilization of waste. 

Powerful switches controlling high- 
voltage lines, heretofore operated at 
great danger to workmen, are thrown 
from an electric switchboard on the 
floor above the switches themselves. 
There are oil filters to clean oil and use 
it over again, condensers to convert 
spent steam back into water, and water 
coolers to use water for cooling motors 
more than once. The new installation 
comprises a 30,000 kilowatt, 60-cycle 
turbine generator with improved boil- 
ers, piping and auxiliary apparatus de- 
signed to permit higher operating pres- 
sures than heretofore used in the plant.

Attitude Causing Discussion. 


At the Capitol, amcng the returning 
senators and representatives the un- 
certainty is getting rather acute. Not 
a day passes but there are discussions 
and conferences on just what the Presi- 
dent will do. The hope is entertained 
among a number of them that some 
definite word will be forthcoming by 
the time the national committee meets 
here next month. The committee 
should have the information, it is con- 
tended, in order that it can intelli- 
gently select a convention city.

Estimates of Carriers Given 
as 60 Per Cent More Than 
Those of |. C. C. 


BRIEFS IN O’FALLON 
CASE SHOW SPREAD 


Commission Counsel Argues 
Higher Figure Might Cause 
18 Per Cent Rate Increase. 


(Associated Press.), 

A difference of §11,000,000,000 now 
exists between the total the Govern- 
ment is willing to allow for the valua- 
tion of the country’s interstate railroad 
property and the higher figure that 
owning corporations attach to the same 
transportation machine, 

Briefs which have been filed by Wal- 
ter L. Fisher, special counsel] for the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, .and 
P. J. Farrell, the commission’s own chief 
law officer, with the Federal District 
Court at St. Louis, where the first test 
case on the subject is awaiting con- 
clusion, yesterday revealed the extent 
of the discrepancy and outlined some 
of the results anticipated. 

A possibility of a general increase in 
railroad rates amounting to as much as 
18 per cent, should the courts uphold 
the railroad contention, was foreseen 


by Mr. Fisher. Even if railroads findAt 
inadvisable or impossible’ to collec’ the 


full high level of rates which sifch a 
high value would allow, his brief said, 
should the courts grant the railroad 
contention, “the railroads would deter- 
mine for themselves what the general 
rate structure should be and the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission would 
cease to function in rate making.” 


1914 Prices Used as Basis. 


The Fisher brief was the last con- 
tribution on the part of the Govern- 
ment toward decision in the St. Louis 
& O'Fallon Railroad valuation contest, 
now pending in the St. Louis court. 
In the proceeding the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission laid down the prin- 
ciple that costs, prices and wages as of 
the 1914 level should largely govern 
the total valuation fixed upon railroad 
property. 

By agreement the O'Fallon situation 
was taken up by railroads generally as 
a vehicle through which to bring the 
question up for final court adjudica- 
tion, and in its trial, the carriers joined 
in arguing that the costs of reproduc- 
tion, the actual value of railroad in- 
vestment and other considerations 
rather than 1914 price levels should 
determine the totals fixed. 

When valuations are once determin- 
ed, the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is required by law to allow rail- 
roads to earn a reasonable return on 
the totals found, and further, to collect 
one-half of the excess over 6 per cent 
which any railroad may earn annually 
upon its valuation. 

“It is not necessary to dwell upon the 
Magnitude of the financial results to 
the public as well as to the railroads 
which depend upon this case,” the 
Fisher brief said. “In 1920 the com- 
mission, using substantially the method 
of valuation it has been following in 
the O’Fallon case, estimated the value 
of all the interstate railroads for rate- 
making purposes at $18,900,000,000. If 
the contentions of the petitioners (the 
railroads) are sound, the $18,900,000,- 
000 must therefore be increased approx- 
imately 60 per cent or over $11,000,000,- 
000, in order to ascertain the rate base 
upon which rates must produce 6 per 
cent, or a fair return.” 


Rate Increase Estimated. 


The net: increase of rate levels that 
might be required would: be about 18 
per cent, he said, adding: 

“Enlightened self-interest might pre- 
vent railroads from putting such rates 
into effect.” 

Railroad arguments have denied that 
an 18 per cent general increase would 
be justified if their contention was 
allowed, and that an average increase 
of between 6 and 8 per cent would be 
sufficient. The Fisher brief challenged 
the correctness of the calculations and 
devoted much space to attacking the 
methods of valuation the railroads have 
proposed. 

The United States, through the De- 
partment of Justice, also has filed a 
brief in the case at St. Louis, chal- 
lenging the right of the courts to re- 
view Interstate Commerce Commission 
valuations. 


Supreme Court Checks 
Rail Valuation Case 


(Associated Press.) 

Action which customar indicates 
dismissal of a case was faken by the 
Supreme Court yesterday when it de- 
cided it would be unnecessary for 
Government counsel to present their 
argument in the proceedings of the 
Kansas City Southern Railroad attack- 
ing the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion valuation of its property. 

The announcement came from the 
bench after counsel for the railroad 
had argued for an hour against the 
Government’s contention, male in its 
brief, that the case involved issues 
similar to those decided in the Los 
Angeles valuation case when the com- 
mission’s valuation was upheld. 

In holding that Government counsel 
need. not present an argument, the 
court indicated that on an early 
opiztion day it would reverse the lower 
court in which the railroad won.

COLORADO MINE FIELDS 
QUIET AFTER BATTLE 


Strikers Insist There Will Be 
No Violence; Assail 
Rockefeller, Jr. 


TROOPS GUARD SHAFTS 


Denver, Colo., Nov. 22 (A.P.).—The 
Colorado coal fields, torn by an I. W. W. 
strike for more than five weeks, were 
quiet today as National Guard troops 
took charge of the northern Colorado 
territory, where five strikers were shot 
and killed and a score wounded by 
State police yesterday. 

Carrying out their plans formed at 
@ mass meeting the night before, the 
strikers staged no demonstrations of 
any kind in northern Colorado today. 
With the strikers remaining in their 
homes, the little coal mining villages of 
Erie, Lafayette and Frederick took on a 
deserted look. A number of the strik- 
ers wounded in yesterday’s clash still 
were in a serious condition today, but 
no new deaths were reported. 

Columbine mine, in Weld County. 
where the shooting occurred yesterday, 
has been made headquarters for the 
National Guard troops, but three com- 
panies have been sent to other mines 
in the northern field. 

J. C. Nesbit, one of the strike com- 
mitted in the northern field, told the 
Associated Press today that “there ab- 
solutely would be no violence.” 

Mr. Nesbit’s statement conformed with 
with one made early today by David 
Sheehan, member of a committee rep- 
resenting the strikers. He said they 
were “fighting for a principle,” and 
would not resort to violence. Mr. Shee- 
han declared the men who fired on the 
strikers at the Columbine mine were 
“hired assassins of John D. Rockefel- 
ler, jy." and that the strikers might 
protest to Gov. T. H. Adams against 
the use of State guardsmen. Mr Rock- 
efeller, at New York, would make no 
statement regarding the charge. 

An appeal to withhold the military 
and restrict State police to their “le- 
gitimate business of protecting the 
public peace, without prejudice to the 
strikers,” was telegraphed from New 
York to Gov. Adams by Forrest Bailey, 
director of the American Civil Liberties 
Union 

None of the northern Colorado mines 
attempted to, operate today. 


COOK CASE ARGUED 
IN SUPREME COURT 


Probation Issue Is Up for 
Action With Appeal 
From Nebraska. 


(Associated Press.) 


Counsel for Dr. Frederick A. Cook, 
the explorer, argued in the Supreme 
Court yesterday that while the Gov- 
ernment now insisted that courts 
could not grant probations after a 
convicted person had, begun serving 
sentence, it had originally objected to 
Cook’s probation because it had been 
granted by the trial court in Texas 
after the close of the term at which 
he was convicted. 

The case of Dr. Cook, now serving a 
sentence of fourteen years and nine 
months at Leavenworth for using the 
mails to defraud, and that of Glen 
Murray, of Nebraska, who was released 
on probation after serving one day of 
his sentence, got before the court for 
argument shortly before adjournment. 

Members of the court asked defend- 
ant counsel whether it was contended 
that the Federal courts could at any 
time, while a person is serving sen- 
tence, grant probations, and the reply 
was in the affirmative. Arguments 
will continue today.

F whew York-Rio de Janeiro Hop 
to Be First Adven- 
ture of Fliers. 


HOURLY’ BROADCASTING 
OVER NETWORK LIKELY 


Journey Designed to Exploit 
Scandinavian Enterprise 
Throughout World. 


New York, Nov. 22 (A.P.).—An air- 
plane hop from New York to Rio de 
Janeiro next spring is planned by the 
American Viking Aeronautical Associa- 
tion as the first step in a stupendous 
flight of five continents. 

The association, composed of New 
York Scandinavians, has been incorpo- 
rated for promotion of the flight, which 
its backers announce is designed to ex- 
ploit Scandinavian enterprise through- 
out the world and to promote interna- 
tional aviation. 

Construction will be started within a 
few days of a specially designed Bel- 
lanca monoplane equipped with 425- 
horsepower motors. It will carry a crew 
of four experienced fliers, Ensign Storm 
Archer, pilot; Lieut. Theophilus Wessen, 
copilot; Ensign George O. G/joerloff, 
navigator, and Ensign Julius Seeth, ra- 
dio operator. 

Archer, Gjoerloff and Seeth are mem- 
bers of the New York Naval Militia, and 
Wessen is a former officer of the Swe- 
dish aviation forces, All are of Scan- 
Cinavian descent. 

May has been set as the tentative 
date for the start of the flight. The 
projected course of the American Vik- 
ing, as the airplane will be known, 
calls for stops in nine‘different coun- 
tries on five continents and includes 
several long ocean hops. 


Pian Radio Network. 


From Rio de Janeiro the itinerary fol- 
lows: Rio de Janeiro to Cape Town, 
South Africa; to Bombay, India; to 
Constantinople, Turkey; to Rome, Italy; 
to Stockholm, Sweden; to Oslo, Norway; 
to Copenhagen, Denmark; to New York. 

A feature of the plane’s equipment 
will be a sealed automatic signaling de- 
vice, operated like an eight-day clock, 
which is designed for use in case of ac- 
cident to notify searchers of the plane’s 
location, even though its crew is dead 


*. and the plane at the bottom of the sea. 


The plane also will carry a radio send- 
ing and receiving set having a radius of 
1,000 miles. Hourly reports of the 
plane’s progress is planned. This in- 
formation the backers expect to broad- 
cast over a radio network of stations. 

A preliminary airplane tour of the 
country to stimulate interests in the 
flight is announced to start December 
1 from New York. Cities to be visited 
include Chicago, Moline, Rockford, IIl.; 
Omaha, St. Paul, Minneapolis and a 
dozen other cities with large Scandi- 
navian populations.

for contempt of the United States 
Senate as a result of his refusal to 
answer questions in the Senate’s oil in- 
quiry nearly four years ago and is at 
liberty on bond pending the outcome 
of his appeal to the higher courts. 

In presenting the petition, District 
Attorney Gordon told Justice Siddons 
that this action was “entirely indepen- 
dent” of the grand jury investigation, 
which now has been’ concluded. 
Whether the jury is to make a present- 
ment is fox it to decide, but if it does 


do so the indictments may be held in 
abeyance until after the contempt 
hearing. ; 

The contempt action supersedes the 
charges of conspiracy to influence the 
verdict ofthe trial jury which recently 
were laid against Sinclair, Day and 
Clark before United States Commis- 
sioner Needham C. Turnage. Clark's 
hearing on these charges, set down for 
Friday, probably will be postponed. 

The contempt action by the district 
attorney was in line with that which 
Justice Siddons initiated last week with 
the appointment of a special commit- 
tee of three to determine whether there 
was just cause for contempt proceed- 
ings. Gordon was named a member of 
that committee, but declined to serve 
with the result that some tart letters 
were exchanged between him and Jus- 
tice Siddons. 


Use of Detectives Cited. 


In the Government’s contempt peti- 
tion, Sinclair is charged specifically 
with having “ordered, directed and in- 
duced” Day and Clark to engage the 
services of the Burns agency “to spy 
upon” the jurors and to forward to 
him reports from the detectives as to 
their activities. 

William J. Burns was accused of 
coming to Washington as early as 
October 12, five days before the Fall- 
Sinclair trial began, to arrange for the 
operations of the detectives and, with 
his son, W. Sherman Burns, is charged 
also with procuring a false affidavit

purporting’to show that the United 
States itself, through one of its em- 
ployes,. had attempted to tamper with 
a juror. 

Taking cognizance of Burns’ claim 
that he does not own a share of stock 
in the Burns Detective Agency, the 
district attorney said that 47 of the 
50 shares of stock of the agency was 
held by Burns’ wife ard that Burns 
in this indirect fashion “receives 
moneys and other benefits from the 
holdings of said stock in his wife’s 
name.” 

Especial emphasis was laid by the 
district attorney upon those reports 
of the Burns operatives showing that 
they had carefully investigated the 
financial affairs of one of the trial 
jurors, John P. Kern, going so far as 
to inquire into what mortgages there 
were upon his home. 

While Charles G. Ruddy, of Phila- 
delphia, directing head of the squad 
of detectives brought here for the trial, 
was not included among those cited 
for contempt, his name runs all the 
way through the seven pages of the 
petition and he is directly charged 
with causing many reports to be made. 


Reports Mention Kidwell. 


Among such reports cited is one con- 
cerning a brother or father of the juror, 
Edward J. Kidwell, jr., which sets forth 
that this brother or father conducted 
a place of business located on ques- 
tionable premises and that racing forms 
were found in the trash thrown out of 
the Kidwell place. 

J. Ray Akers, a former street car 
conductor, and Donald K. King, a news- 
paper reporter, are the informers 
against Juror Kidwell. Their affidavits 
charging him with loose talk about the 
trial were filed along with those con- 
cerning the Burns operatives and fig- 
ured in the decision of Justice Siddons 
to declare a mistrial in the Fall-Sinclair 
case on November 2. 

Kidwell, through his attorney, has 
denied the charges made by King and 
Akers in detail and has asked for a 
hearing. That will be given to him 
when the contempt proceedings get un- 
der way next month. 

Although only six names were men- 
tioned in the district attorney’s peti- 
tion, he asked that others be made par- 
ties to the contempt proceedings if it 
developed they were concerned.

Brussels, Belgium, Nov. 22 (A.P.).— 
King Albert tonight gave royal approval 
of the new cabinet which Henri Jaspar 
formed at the sovereign’s request. The 
resignation of the previous Jaspar min- 
istry, which had been in office since 
May, 1926, occurred yesterday. Royal 
decrees will be issued tomorrow. 


The new cabinet contains no Social- 
ists, the four Socialist ministers hav- 
ing been replaced by Liberals and 
Christian-Democrats.

POPE-TO WARN AGAINST 
NATIONALIST EXCESSES 


Will Completely Review Po- 
litical Events of Year 
at Consistory. 


THREE TO GET RED HATS 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
Rome, Nov. 22.—Pope Pius XI will 
make a complete review of thé princi- 
pal religious and political events of the 
year in his allocution at the coming 
consistory, uttering a warning at the 


same time against nationalistic excesses 
until an encyclical on this subject is 
issued. 

The consistory will see the naming 
of three new cardinals, replacing the 
three who died during the year. The 
three deceased cardinals all were Ital- 
ians, namely Cardinal Lualdi, arch- 
bishop of Palermo; Cardinal Renazzi 
De Bianchi, and Cardinal Cagiano De 
Azevedo. 

With the Vatican most reticent, it is 
expected the new prelates all will be 
from the Italian episcopacy. It is re- 
ported that the new archbishop of 
Palermo will be elevated to cardinal, 
simce the post always carries this honor. 
It also is probable that Mgr. Minnor- 
etti, archbishop of Genoa, a personal 
friend of the Pope, will be elevated, and 
that Mgr.

TWO COLLEGE GIRLS 
NOW RAT CATCHERS 


Profession, Say Graduates, Is 
One That Offers Plenty 
of Future Work. 


New York, Nov. 22 (A.P.).—Over- 
coming the traditional femine aversion 
to rodents, two graduates of women’s 
colleges, Miss Helen Caldwell, of the 
University of West Virginia, and Miss 
Evelyn Wagar, of the University of 
Minnesota, have adopted rat killing as 
a profession. 

In an article in the December Amer- 
ican Magazine, Miss Caldwell tells how 
she and Miss Wagar, putting to practi- 
cal use the lessons of their chemistry 
courses, have exterminted rats in 39 
States, two provinces of Canada, Hawali, 
Alaska and many Mexican cities. 

That is, some of the rats in all those 
places, not all of them. 

“We have learned,’ she says, “that 
a single pair of rats living in good cir- 
custances can be responsible for the 
arrival of 450,000 rates in three years, 
so there is plenty of work left for us.”

HELP THE TORNADO VICTIMS. . ° 
Although it was announced following the 


_ tornado of last week that the Red Cross would 


be able to meet all appeals for assistance with- 
out calling upon the general public for con- 
tributions, revised estimates of the damage 


wrought have made it necessary for the or- 
ganization to call for a relief fund of $25,000. 
Maj. Gen. George Barnett, chairman of the 
District of Columbia Chapter of the Red Cross, 
who issued the appeal, calls attention to the 
fact that in the past Washington has hastened 
to contribute toward the relief of other stricken 
areas, adding, ‘“‘Washington should look out 
for its own without outside help.’’ 

Here is an opportunity to test whether or 
not the Thanksgiving spirit has lost its mean- 
ing. The great majority of Washington house- 
holds tomorrow will sit down to feasts of 
plenty. Churches will. be filled with worship- 
ers thanking the Almighty for the good things 
that have been granted.

THE BUREAU OF STANDARDS. 


Through the efforts of Senator Roach, of 


> North Dakota, and Representative Southard, of 


Ohio, legislation was enacted 27 years ago that 
resulted in the creation of the Bureau of 
. Standards. In 1901 the bureau began its 
Stratton, its first 
director. The location was in the Butler Build- 
ing, opposite the House Office Building. 

The great work which the bureau was des- 


*tined to accomplish for every line of industry 


came to be appreciated by those who had need 
of its services. In 1903 it was moved to its 
present location on Connecticut avenue, be- 
yond Cleveland Park. From one building orig- 
-inally erected for the accommodation of the 


m scientists, mechanics and clerks, which afforded 
sample space 


at the outset, the bureau has 
‘grown so rapidly that today seventeen build- 
-ings scarcely afford sufficient spage for the 
‘work carried on. 

In 1901 the bureau’s activities extended 
little beyond the testing of thermometers and 
‘other instruments, the effect of sunlight upon 

certain pigments, and similar work. But as 
_ industry began to appreciate the value of the 
service offered the bureau expanded, until dur- 
.ing the last fiscal year the number of tests 
-~reached approximately 150,000, of which 76,+ 
000 were made for Government departments 
«and State institutions, and 64,000 for indus- 
*tries and individuals. ‘“‘The character and 
~scope of these investigations spanned the prov- 
-ince of applied science from leather and sugar 
“to pyrometers and thermometers and: from 
= aerial photography to studies of city planning,”’ 
“according to the report of the Department of 
* Commerce. 
* While the bureau is not a manufacturing in- 
“stitution in a commercial sense, a total of 
21,000 pounds of optical glass was made and 
21,441 blanks for lenses and prisms were sup- 
“plied during the year to the optical shop of 
“the Navy Department. In addition a disk 70 
«inches in diameter and 12 % inches thick, suit- 
able for the mirror of a reflecting telescope, 
‘was cast by a new process. “Although cast 
*last May,” explains the director, “the cooling 
"process must be carried out so slowly that it 
“will not be removed from the furnace until 
next February.”’ 

The work of lengthening the life of paper 
* eurrency, which was started in the bureau last 
‘year, has resulted in the saving to the Govern- 
“ment of $3,000,000 annually. Through the 
‘development of a process for making paper out 
- of used-up mail pouches an additional saving 
* of $17,000 has been effected. . 

The recommendations for simplified prac- 

tice in the manufacture of 62 commodities, 
‘which were published in July, were followed 
“by 80 per cent of those engaged in the indus- 
‘tries, with the resultant saving of hundreds 
" of thousands of dollars. | 

anh, Stratton, the first directog of the bureau, 


which is about to be cut would have grown to 
such huge proportions. The du Pont company 
is one of the oldest industrial concerns in the 
United States. It dates back to Revolutionary 
days and up to about the year 1915 was “the 
du Pont de Nemours Powder Co.” 

Soon after the outbreak of the war in Ky- 
rope the du Ponts entered into a contract to 
supply the allies with smokeless powder. To 
fill that enormous order it was necessary to 
increase manufacturing facilities. To this end 
the City of Hopewell was founded in Virginia, 
and that city became a very hive of activity. 

Shortly before the entry of the United States 
into the conflict, Col. Buckner, who at that 
time was the representative of the du Pont or- 
ganization in Washington, called on the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to advise him that if the 
United States decided to join in the conflict 
the du Pont company would be ready to supply 
all the powder required by the Navy at a price 
less than the cost of manufacture in the 
Government plant. The Secretary expressed 
his surprise and asked Col. Buckner how it 
came about that if a private corporation could 
make smokeless powder more cheaply than the 
Government could make it why that company 
had exacted such a high price from the allies. 
Col. Buckner answered that when the contract 
was made the company was compelled to build 
an entirely new plant, at a cost of several 


' millions, but that since the contract had proved 
| profitable the cost of that plant had been en- 


tirely absorbed. The du Ponts had voluntarily 
reduced the price to the allies more than 33 
per cent, and would make a still further cut. 

Then he explained further: ‘‘You may have 
noticed, Mr. Secretary, that the name of our 
company has been changed by leaving out the 
word ‘powder’ in the title. The reason is that 
when this war is ended the du Pont company 
will be making powder simply as a by-product. 
Our chemists have developed such a wide field 
of industry in the use of former otherwise 
waste products that powder will hereafter be- 
come but a minor branch of our business,’’ 

Today powder is indeed but a by-product of 
the factories of the du Pont company. It has 
an atmospheric nitrogen fixation plant in West 
Virginia, and a great mill for the manufacture 
of rayon, the substitute for silk, in Buffalo; 
besides factories for making paint, varnish, 
enamel and scores of products in all parts of 
the country. 

The du Pont de Nemours Corporation still 
manufactures powder for war purposes, but its 
production of paints far exceeds in volume and 
value the munitions turned out. Peace has 
been more profitable than war to the old 
powder company. 


THE CORN TARIFF. 


Apparently the half billion bushels of corn 
grown on the prairie farms of the Middle West 
are insufficient to supply the demands for that 
grain in the United States. Nearly 3,000,000 
bushels of corn were imported into this coun- 
try during the months of July, August and 
September, which fact, in the opinion of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, is suffi- 
cient reason why the Tariff Commission should 
recommend to the President that he exercise 
the prerogative vested in him by the tariff law 
and proclaim an increase of 50 per cent on the 
present rate of import duty. 

When the commission, early in the summer, 
announced its purpose to send agents to Ar- 
gentina for the avowed purpose of inquiring 
into the cost of production of the cereal in 
that southern republic the protest that was 
wafted to our shores was so loud and emphatic 
that the idea was abandoned. 

It is only within a comparatively recent 
period that Argentina has entered the Ameri- 
can market as a competitor of the Western 
corn growers. But it would appear that for 
some reason, as yet unexplained, the South 
Americans have decided that there is an ex- 
cellent dumping ground for their surplus pro- 
duction within the United States. The Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation in letters to mem- 
bers of the Tariff Commission, points out that 
during the current year the increased impor- 
tations of corn from Argentina have. had a 
direct depressing influence on the prices re- 
ceived by domestic producers. The federation 
is interested in some twelve cases now pend- 
ing before the commission, in all of which it 


| asks that “the cost of production under Amer- 


patrons and dealers. It is also desirable that 
both railroad and water transportation facil- 
ities be accessible, and it should be so situated 
as to avoid interference with plans for the 
beautification of the National Capital. 


THE INSANITY PLEA. 


Members of the New York State Crime Com- 
mission have been informed by Dr. Edward E. 
Hicks, head of the psychopathic ward of Kings 
County Hospital, that the present method of 
determining the sanity or insanity of prisoners 
is all wrong. To this the public generally will 
agree, 

A plea of insanity in this day and age can 
be expected in almost every major criminal 
suit. When no other defense seems possible, 
counsel for those accused of crime are quick 
to grasp at the straw of dementia. Alienists 
thereupon are called into consultation, one 
group for the prosecution, another for the de- 
fense. Nine times out of ten these experts 
fail to agree, and the question is left to the 
jury to decide. Scores of criminals have 
escaped just punishment by false pleas of in- 
sanity, despite the fact that they were no more 
insane than the court which heard their trial. 
Usually, after such persons have spent a few 
years in an institution they obtain another 
court hearing in which they prove their sanity. 

As a remedy, Dr. Hicks suggests that all 
cases in which the sanity of the prisoner is 
to be tested be submitted to the psychopathic 
branch of an established hospital, the decision 
of the practicing alienists who examine him 
to be absolutely final. He believes further 
that rules should be adopted under which 
guilt or innocence would be determined first 
and separately from sanity, regardless of the 
outcome of the trial. Whether or not such re- 
form would be possible or practicable, how- 
ever, is a question for competent legal author- 
ity to decide. 


THE RADIO PROBLEM. 


Revamping of the broadcasting structure has 
proved an even greater task than was at first 
anticipated. From the start there was an ele- 
ment which believed that no official body 
would be able to do much for the benefit of the 
American radio fan. The first order of the 
Federal Radio Commission shifting wave bands 
and in many instances prescribing power cuts, 
was viewed with skepticism. Even today 
many persons can be found who hold that 
broadcasting has not been improved. 

Recently the commission issued an order de- 
signed to clear certain wave bands for broad- 
casting of distance programs. The order has 
met with some opposition, it is true, but the 
bulk of letters relative thereto which have been 
received by the commission indicate that the 
step taken is generally popular. Fans residing 
in metropolitan areas, having access to a wide 
diversity of local programs, as a genera] thing 
have complained against the order. Rural 
residents, however, and other listeners in re- 
mote communities who of necessity have to 
depend upon distant program transmission 
hail with delight a ruling designed to give them 
‘quality’ programs. 

.The American broadcasting structure stil] is 
far from perfect. The commission has not been 
able to make the progress that had been an- 
ticipated. The public has been waiting pa- 
tiently for improvement and is willing to wait 
still longer, provided there is some assurance 
that betterment is to be had. In justice to the 
commission it must be admitted that its task 
was and still is most difficult. Thare are too 
many stations in operation; the public probably 
would be served far better with only half as 
many, yet each station now in existence repre- 
sents a considerable capital investment which 
can not and should not be confiscated. 

Radio users must expect additional shifts, 
both of wave length and power, for the com- 
mission has gone on record as stating that the 
broadcasters up and down the line must recon- 
cile themselves to the idea of contributing their 
bit toward the betterment of general radio re- 
ception. |

Enforcement of All Laws. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: In’ 
the editorial leader of last Sunday’s 
Post, “Not a Political Issue,” you state 
“rreither of the political parties can 
do otherwise than declare itself in 
favor of enforcing all laws.” 

The Supreme Court has found that 
the entry of sealed or unsealed alco- 
holic beverages into our ports is in 
nullification of the eighteenth amend- 
ment of our Constitution and in viola- 
tion of the Volstead act. 

The rum-pact treaties, “the highest 
law in the land,” allow, authorize and 
protect the entry of sealed alcoholic 
beverages into our ports. 

It is clearly impossible to enforce 
one set of prohibition laws without 
breaking another set of prohibition 
laws.

O finesse or not to finesse is a ques- 
that frequently will puzzle any 
but the most expert Bridge player. 
The biddings or the previous play may 
definitely indicate the location of the 
adverse card which the finesse would be 
made to capture; but in the majority 
of hands there is no sign post upon 
which it is safe to depend, and the De- 
clarer who needs every possible trick 
should use the firm rules in finessing. 
These rules are based mainly upon 
mathematical chances; and obviously 
the player who always takes the chance 
which wins oftener than it loses, must 
obtain better results at the end of the 
year than the player who blindly fol- 
lows a “hunch.”

Of course the soundest finesse occa- 
sionally will work badly; but that 


should not perturb the player who is 
following the course which must win 
ultimately. The proprietor of a roulette 
wheel ‘does not lose his smile if the 


marble drops in a number which is be- 
ing backed heavily; he knows that his 
“percentage” must land him a winner 
if his patrons continue to play. No 
conventionally advocated finesse has s0 
slight a percentage in its favor as the 
wheel at Monte Carlo; yet that wheel 
supports a principality.

Believing that a series of test ques- 
tions on finessing, with the answers and 
explanations to follow, will elucidate 
this question most effectively, I am 
starting such a series today with 
Hands 1 and 2. In both, Declarer is 
playing No Trump and no bid has been 
made by either adversary 

To trick 2 South (Closed Hand) leads 
a Club. West plays the Deuce of Clubs. 
The question in each case is: Should 
Dummy Finesse? ' 

The Answers. 


No. 1. Dummy should finesse. Game 
is nine tricks; Declarer is sure of one 
Spade, one Heart and two Diamonds, 
so needs five Clubs. He has a total of 
nine Clubs in his two hands; after West 
plays the Deuce there are three unseen 
Clubs (King, Six and Four), and there 
are four ways in which they may be 
divided, viz., West 3, East 0; West 2, 
East 1; West 1, East 2; West 0, East 3. 
Figuring with all possibilities included, 
the odds are very greatly in favor of 
the finesse. With less than nine cards 
of the suit in Declarer’s two hands, the 
odds in favo. of the finesse would be 
even greater. 

No. 2. Dummy should finesse; the 
odds slightly favor success. The two 


remaining Clubs (after West plays the | 


Deuce) may both be held by East, in 
which case it does not matter; both by 
West, in which case the finesse wins; 
one in each hand, in which case the 
finesse is as apt to win as it is to lose 
—depending upon who holds the King. 


Another Finessing Problem. 


In both hands South (Closed Hand) 
is playing a No Trump; the adversaries 
have not bid. The play to trick 1 is: 

To trick 2, South (Closed Hand) leads 
the Five of Clubs; West plays the 
Deuce. How should Declarer handle 
the Club suit in each case?

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Governor of Minnesota Backs 


Request for Lake Cargo 
Rent Reduction. 


HEARINGS CONTINUED 
UNTIL NOVEMBER 29 


Rescinding of Lower Charges 
Allowed Northern Roads 
Suggested as Solution. 


(Associated Press.) 


After eliciting yesterday the views of 
consumers and of railroads only indl- 
rectly concerned in the contest over lake 
cargo coal rates, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission adjourned the hear- 
ings on the subject until November 29, 
when Northwestern consumers will be 
heard in Minneapolis. 

Gov. Christianson of Minnesota, told 
the commission yesterday that he rep- 
resented the multitude of Northwestern 
consumers of coal in protesting against 
the temporary refusal of the commis- 
sion to allow roads serving West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky and Tennessee to re- 
duce lake cargo coal rates 20 cents per 
ton. 

The Northwest could not understand, 
the governor said, why the commission 
felt it necessary to prevent “the pros- 
perous Southern railroads from making 
the voluntary reduction they tender.” 
He added that the people for whom he 
spoke were not interested in the com- 
petitive merits of the controversy be- 
tween Northern and Southern coal op- 
erators. 

Mose Glenn, chairman of the Ken- 
tucky railroad commission, likewise 
filed a statement favoring the South- 
ern reduction. 


Northern Roads Cut Rates. 


W. N. King, counsel for the New York 
Central, and speaking for the principal 
coal roads serving Ohio and Pennsyl- 
Vania, declared that the latest stages 
of the controversy began when the 
commission last summer ordered a cut 
in lake cargo rates from Ohio and Penn- 
Sylvania of 20 cents per ton, which the 
Southern roads are now endeavoring to 
@ parallel for their own territory. He 
Suggested that as one method of meet- 
ing the prec nt difficulty, the commis- 
sion might allow the Northern roads 
to rescind the 20-cent cut. This pre- 
cipitated a general -discussion among 
railroad counsel. 

Attorneys for the Norfolk & Western 
and Lwuisville & Nashville railroads de- 
ciared that the carriers they represent- 
ed might consider this a way out, but 
the proposal was quéstioned on behalf 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio, one of the 
other large coal carriers. 

Commissioner CampbeM directed the 
Northern lines to go forward with their 
testimony, but when J! T Carbine, as- 
Sistant general traffic manager for the 
Pennsylvania, began relating the ef- 
fects of the northern lake cargo rate re- 
duction, Van Norman, counsel for the 
Southern operators objected. Commis- 
sioner Campbell, however, overruled 
his contention that the northern rates 
were not being considered in the pres- 
ent proceedings. 


Loss in Earnings Cited. 


Mr. Carbine declared that the North- 
ern roads wouid lose in earnings $1,- 
$26,000 annuaily by reason of the re- 
duction the commission ordered. The 
loss to the Pennsylvania alone he 
placed at $402,000 annually. 

He estimated that additional losses 
would now be incurred if the South- 
ern rate cut went into effect because 
of the extent to which Northern lines 
participate with Southern lines in the 
. lake cargo haul from Southern. terri- 

tory. Mr. Carbine also undertook to 
demonstrate that the Southern reduc- 
tion would affect the movement of coal 
to the Chicago and Detroit markets be- 
cause of differences that would be set 
up bewween all rail bauls and rall-and- 
water hauls. 

Southern operators called to the 
stand yesterday J. D. A. Morrow, presi- 
dent of the Pittsburgh Coal Co., one 
of the largest producers in Northern 
territory, and endeavored to establish 
by his testimony that increased effi- 
clency and decreased wage rates in 
Northern coal operations had been at- 
tained during the present year. Mr. 
Morrow contested the Suggestion that 
the lowered production costs in the 
Northern field constituted a justifica- 
tion for reducing the Southern rates.

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Over at Mr. L. Stoddard Taylor's 
playhouse on Lafayette Square there 
sits on the boards a piece of, drama in- 
tense as any come to this parish in 
years. It is “Bless You, Sister,” a play 
in three acts by John Meehan and 
Robert Riskin. 

Its title, the salutation that re- 
vivalists sometimes confer upon those 
who donate generously to the colleo- 
tion at camp meetings and the like, 
its theme having as centrifugal force 
a subject near and dear to the hearts 
of most people—religion—there are apt 
to be those who will brand this work 
sacrilegious. Well, it is—and it’ isn’t, 
as the artful evader some time ago re- 
marked, 

“Bless You, Sister” tcils the story of 
a lovely little lady, Mary MacDonal 
the daughter of a very devout clergy- 
man, one of those sweet, loveable souls 
who work everlastingly for the salvation 
of the world and get their reward in 
spiritual, rather than material gain. 
After a good eighteen years laboring in 
the vineyard, the leading merchant of 
the town, who usually pays the church's 
bills, sees to it that the shepherd is 
relieved of his flock, or the flock of its 
shepherd. Mary MacDonald is through 
with a system that thus forces her 
father out on the sidewalks. 

Just about this time appears a sil- 
ver-tongued orator in the person of a 
glib, young Bible salesman. He is sell- 
ing the Good Book to the wide, wide 


world—and Mary goes along with him| P 


on a mission that ends in a traveling 
tabernacle, herself the chief apostle of 
salvation. The sawdust trail leads to 
her tent. 

Without doubt, the play has some 
semblance of reality; especially as its 
inner workings are concerned with a 
certain phase of charlatanism. Yet, 
aside from all this, it is mighty 
drama—a gripping story of a young 
girl, and her intense love for a worth- 
less man; of a sister who plays false 
to ideals; of a hard-boiled man-of-the- 
world, true blue under his coat of 
armor, and of a wishy-washy scion of 
wealth who gets everything, he goes 
after. So, the play is the thing, re- 
gardiess of its setting, which happens 
to be on dangerous territory. 

Realism here takes its seat in the 
theater. There is a tabernacle scene 
where Ann Davis, in the lead role, calls 
to the faithful. This is where some 
may see sacrilege. The evangelist con- 
fesses afterward she doesn’t belleve one 
word uttered in a sermon that is a 
masterpiece. It rings true. It is true, 
and fine as any delivered on any Sun- 
day in any church, anywhere—yet, all 
in play acting. 

Mary MacDonald, played by Ann 
Davis, is a masterful bit of character 
creation. This girl, who first made her 
stage presence knowr in Washington 
with *“‘The Outsider” some years ago at 
Poli’s, has developed into a fine actress, 
She is aided and abetted in the new 
play by a good supporting cast, with 
an outstanding contribution credited 
to Charles Bickford, who plays the 
Bible salesman. In this role, Bickford 
is as mighty as Walter Huston was in 
“The Barker’—and if it were a man’s 
play Bickford would easily be the star; 
but this is a woman’s play, in so far as 
Mary Macdonald, the evangelist, is 
concerned. Robert Ames and Mildred 
McLeod in difficult parts give fine ac- 
counts of themseives So, too, George 
Alison, as a gentleman of the cloth. 
As a study of theater, “Bless You, Sis- 
ter” is something to command the at- 
tention of theatergoers whatever their 
reaction to scenes seldon. shown on the 
stage.

Chicago, Nov. 22 (A.P.).—The “irl 
with the flaming red hair,” Mrs. Rayna 
Raphaelson Prohme, word of whose 
death at Moscow reached here last 


night, was said to have been one of 
the most sensational figures in the 
Chinese revolution.

The couple went to China and aided 
in the publishing of Eugene Chen’s 
newspaper in Peking, at the same time 
taking an active part in crusading the 
cause of the revolutionists.

GRIEVES FOR CHILDREN 


Bridgeport, Conn., Nov. 22 (A.P.).— 
The former Mary Elsie Moore, of Green- 
wich, now Duchess of Torlonia, after 
today’s hearing on the duchess’ peti- 
tion for divorce told newspaper men 
that the ten happiest years of her life 
were those passed with her husband. It 
was not, she declared, because he was 
a foreigner, but because of his indis- 
cretions—which she referred to as “this 
trouble”—that she could no longer 
live with him. 

“But it is something that might 
have happened in America as well as 
in Europe,” she said. “Such things do 
happen here not infrequently in Ameri- 
can families.” 

Her own experience should not be 
taken as a sign that foreigners do not 
make good husbands, she added. 

One of her chief regrets that she is 
forced to turn to the divorce courts, 
she said, was because of her children. 
They are old enough to read the news- 
papers, the duchess said, and sooner 
or later they probably will see their 
parents’ case chronicled. 

“after all, the Duke is their father, 
and I must remember that and not 
let them know these things,” she said. 

The American citizenship of the 
duchess supplied the basis for argu- 
ment in today’s brief hearing. While 
the defense claimed that the duchess 
entered the country as a visitor and 
not as a prospective citizen, her coun- 
sel conténded just as strongly that she 
was within her rights in applying for 
naturalization. 

The passport on which the duchess 
entered the country last July was pro- 
duced today and the court ordered a 
translation of the inscription on it to 
be prepared before the next hearing, 
on December 2.

Confiscating Dilapi- 
dated Autos.

Danville, Va., Nov. 22.—The special 
committee appointed by the Police 
Executives Association of Virginia to 
draft proposed amendments to the 
State traffic code will recommend 
twelve changes at the January session, 
according to James R. Bell, police chief 
of Danville and a member of the com- 
mittee. 

Among the proposed changes is one 
bearing on reciprocity of license tags 
between States. Under the proposed 
amendment a car owner from another 
State would, be required to register his 
car in Virginia at the end of ten days 

Another proposal is for compulsory 
insurance “or some other financial re- 
sponsibility” before any one may oOp- 
erate a car. A new plan Its the vesting 
of right in local authorities to confis- 
cate dilapidated cars which might be a 
menace to other drivers. 

Another change proposed is that 
under which a nonresident car owner 
who does damage in Virginia may be 
sued in Virginia after service by mail 
on the nonresident operator. 

Still another clause proposed is that 
requiring pedestrians to cross the 
street on “go” and “stop” signals from 
traffic officers.

BOOKLETS ON HEALTH IN OLD AGE. 


HEN Dr. Stanley Hall retired 
W from the presidency of Clark 

University at 70 years of age, 
he tried to find out all that was known 
about old age. He consulted all the 
doctors that he thought may possibly 
have something he needed. He had 
himself examined. He read the litera- 
iture on the subject. He talked to and 
wrote to all the old men and women 
that he could get in touch with. In 
spite of his 70 years, he approached the 
subject of old age with that intelli- 
gent curiosity that had animated him 
during his long ana productive life. 
His interest was both general and spe- 
cial. For one thing he wanted to 
know how long he could be expected 
to live, what he could do to guard his 
health and promote his comfort, and 
how much work he should be able to 
accomplish. He came to the conclusion 
that very little was known about old 
age. 

He wrote a book on the subject, call- 
ing it “Senescence.” It was intended 
as a companion for his masterly work 
on “Adolescence.” Dr Hall’s book deals 
mainly with the philosophical aspects 
of the problem of old age. 


There are a few medical books on the 
subject. But they are written for phy- 
sicians. There are the works from 
abroad, written by Metschinko and Lo- 
rand, and others of which I do not 
know. 

I have written two booklets dealing 
with old age which are now ready for 
those readers of the How to Keep Well 
column who write for them. One is on 
the subject of senescence; the other 
treats of senility.

ALBINO BULL MOOSE 
IN SWEDISH MUSEUM 


First of Its Kind Exhibited; 
Killed in the Province of 


Vermland. 

Stockholm, Nov. 22 (A.P.).—A white 
albino moose with pink eyes was 
brought down in the Swedish province 
of Vermland during the four-day open 
season this fall. In the past 25 years, 
only four such animals have been killed 
in Sweden. 

The bull was well grown and carried 
two finely developed horns with three 
prongs on each. It had managed to 
escape the grounds most frequented by 
hunters and the brief open season was 
drawing to close when the animal was 


discovered by a forester peacefully graz- 
ing on an adjoining field. 

The dead animal has been turned 
over to the Swedish Museum of Natural 
History, at Stockholm, which will be 
the first institution of its kind to ex- 
hibit a white moose. 

The mounting of the body has been 
done by the chief taxidermist of the 
museum, John Meyert, who recently 
completed the mounting of three 
American bisons. This group of buf- 
faloes, which will grace the main hall 
of the museum devoted to foreign ani- 
mals, was donated to Sweden by Dr.

Roast Turkey. 

Thoroughly clean a turkey, the size 
depending upo” the family and num- 
ber of guests. Stuff the bird, place it 
on its side and rub the entire sur- 
face with salt and then with butter, 
giving special attention to the legs, 
wings and breast. Dredge with flour 
and place on a rack in a dripping 
pan. Put the turkey into a hot oven, 
and when the flour begins to brown, 
reduce the heat to what may be con- 
sidered a moderate oven Baste every 
fifteen minutes for the period of the 
cooking. Start the basting with a half 
cupful of butter added to a half cup- 
ful of boiling water and after the fat 
from the bird has seeped into the pan 
the mixture in the pan may be used 
to carry or the basting.

New Mark Is Denied 
Hubbard; Relay 
Records Granted.

Cin es Ohio, Nov. 22 (A.P.).— 
Any proposal to pay athletes for 
their time lost in olympic compe- 
tition is “dangerous” and contrary to 
all concepts of American sportsmanship 
and amateurism, the Amateur Athletic 


, Union decided today in going on record 


&s vigorously opposed to the. “broken 
time” provision adopted by the Inter- 
national Football Association in con- 
nection with the 1928 olympics. 

The “broken time” rule, under which 
layers on soccer football teams enter- 
ng the next olympics may be reim- 
bursed for the time taken from their 
work, has received the indorsement of 
the international olympic committee, 
but American authorities, through 
Maj, Gen.. Douglas McArthur, president 
of the American olympic committee, 
nly served notice they will not accept 
t. : 


The Amateur Athletic Union 
indorsed this protest today. It Is 
the understanding that the United 
States Football Association § also 
opposes such a ruling and will not 
accept it as operating in sending 
an American soccer team to Am- 
sterdam next year. 


Besides settling other affairs con- 
nected with its part in organizing the 
American olympic program, the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union, in the closing 
session of its convention today, re- 
elected Murray Hulbert, of New York, 
to a fourth term as president, a record 
for this office, and named New York 
as the 1928 convention city, over 
fifteen other places. 

Daniel J. Farris, of New York, was 
elected to succeed Frederick W. Rubien, 
of New York, as secretary, the latter 


-having resigned after serving thirteen 


- 


years. Other officers named were: First 
vice president, Avery Brundage, Chi- 
cago; second vice president, Fred L. 
Hoffman, Cincinnati; third vice presi- 
dent, C. W. Strett, jr.. Birmingham, 
Ala., fourth vice president, Charles 
Brennan, Detroit; trustees, Charles A. 
Dean, Chicago; Robert S. Weaver, Los 
Angeles, and John T. Taylor, Pitts- 
burgh.

Capital Traction sold 
unchanged at 109%. Norfolk & Wash- 
ington Steamboat sold in a small lot at 
300, unchanged from last preceding sale. 

Merchants Transfer & Storage pre- 
ferred led the miscellaneous list, but 
was fractionally easier, with sales at 
104%, and a closing turnover of 40 
shares was recorded at 104%.

POWER DEVELOPMENT 
OF POTOMAG DEBATED 


Grant Says District Would 
Gain Little and Lose Much 
by Use of Great Falls. 


t 


KELLER URGES PROJECT 


The proposal to harness the Great 
Falls of the Potomac River and produce 
electric power for the District was de- 
bated for more than two hours last 
night in Pierce Hall, Fifteenth and Har- 
vard streets northwest. Lieut. Col. U. 
S. Grant 3d, secretary of the National 
Capital Park and Planning Commis- 
sion, spoke in opposition to the de- 
velopment, and Col. Charles Keller, 
engineer of the Potomac River Devel- 
opment Corporation, in its favor. 

The occasion was a joint meeting of 
the Mount Pleasant and Kalorama Citi- 
zens Associations, and more than 300 
persons attended. Among the listeners 
were District Commissioner Proctor L. 
Dougherty, prominent personages in 
local citizens’ associations and en- 
gineers. 

Both speakers relied upon the often- 
repeated arguments of the side they 
upheld, and they were aided by maps 
and scenes of the proposed development 
site. 

Paying particular stress to the 
economic side of the question and 
citing the benefits the District would 
derive from the development, Col. 
Keller first addressed the meeting. He 
also declared that with the formation 
of artifiicial lakes and the building of 
dams at various points above the falls, 
the scenic beauty, which opponents of 
the projects are determined to main- 
tain, would be little impaired. 

Col. Grant dwelt upon the proposed 
development of the national park at the 
gorge of the river and declared that if 
the power project was permitted the 
Capital would be robbed of one of its 
greatest assets of scenic beauty. “He de- 
clared the planning commission had 
gone into every detail of the develop- 
ment and opposed it from the stand- 
points that the District would be but 
little benefited economically by the pro- 
ject’s development and would be the 
loser of a vast stretch of imposing nat- 
ural beauty. 

Judson C. Welliver, local newspaper 
man, was the third speaker. He spoke 
in favor of the development by the 
Federal Government. He said that while 
the opposing nature lovers stressed the 
scenic beauty argument, few of them 
took advantage of visiting the falls. 
Henry C. Morris, of the Kalorama Asso- 
ciation, presided. 


SUMMERALL PRAISES 
LOYALTY TO RESERVE 


Is Essence of Leadership, He 
Tells Officers’ Associa- 
tion at Meeting. 


Loyalty is the essence of leadership, 
Maj. Gen. Charles P. Summerall, chief 
of staff of the Army, impressed upon 
more than 400 members of the Reserve 
Officers Association at their monthly 
meeting in the Interior Department 
Auditorium last night. 

Loyalty must work downward as well 
as upward, he said, and no leader 
should expect loyalty from his subordi- 
nates unless he is strictly loyal to them, 
A leader should not impose tasks on his 
men which he has not the willingness 
and courage to perform himself, the 
Army chief declared.

The address was in- 
terspersed with illustrative occ-rrences 
of genuine leadership that came to the 
personal attention of Gen. Summerall 
during the war.

Ladue Wants to Know if Con- 
tractor’s Action Is Viola- 
tion of Law. 


The Districg Commissioners yester- 
day referred to Corporation Coumsel W. 
W. Bride a complaint recently made 
by the Steam and Operating Engineers 
Union that McGuire & Rolfe, paving

SHOOTING REUNITES WIEE 
AND HER YOUNG HUSBAND 


Mrs. Ricketts, 20, Sobs at 
Hospital on Seeing Youth 
Who Shot Self. 


CONDITION HELD CRITICAL 


Reconciliation of the _ differences 
which led Joseph Ricketts, 23 years old, 
of Rockville, to attempt to take his 


own life was effected yesterday between 
Ricketts and his 20-year-old wife at 
the Frederick City Hospital, where the 
young husband lies critically wounded. 

While surgeons exerted: all the skill 
at their command to save the life of 
the young husband, the wife, Mrs. Ce- 
cilia Ricketts, went to the hospital and, 
standing beside the bed on which he 
lay, sobbingly asked the youth why he 
had shot himself. Weak from pain and 
loss of blood, the young man could 
‘enly murmur incoherently that he was 
sorry. 

With touching affection the young 
wife tried to soothe the pain of her 
husband, and under her ministrations 
he seemed to take a brighter outlook 
than he had had since he was taken to 
the hospital Monday morning. Mrs. 
Ricketts told her husband she would 
forgive him all the difficulties through 
which they had passed in their two 
years of married life and that they 
would start life anew when he was 
better. 

Ricketts, who had been separated 
from his wife for a year before he shot 
himself while gazing at her picture in 
her father’s home at Urbana, Md., 
promised that he would “do better in 
the future,” and that he would get a 
job and keep it. 

It had been largely because of the 
fact that the young man was out of 
work and their finances were low that 
Mrs. Ricketts took their infant boy and 
went to the home of her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. F. A. Knott. 

After the wife had left the hospital 
surgeons attending Ricketts said her 
visit had had a beneficial effect on their 
patient, and while they admitted his 
condition is critical, they were hopeful 
that they could pull him through. 

Earlier in the day Ricketts’ father 
and mother, Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence 
Ricketts, of Rockville, visited their son. 


AUTOISTS WARNED 
OF PERIL FROM GAS 


Health Department Advises of 
Danger From Fumes of 
Carbon Monoxide. 


Motorists are warned in a pamphlet 
distributed yesterday by the District 
Health Department to beware, now that 
winter has arrived, of unventilated ga- 
rages. for fear of the deadly carbon 
monoxide gas given off in gasoline com- 
bustion. 

The pamphlet advises owners of cars 
to operate their engines for warming 
up or adjustment and repair in the 
outdoors when possible, and when it 
must be done within a garage to open 
all doors and windows. The pamphlet 
says: 

“Fumes from;,the exhaust of an au- 
tomobile or other gasoline engine are 
poisonous and have often caused death. 
The danger is due to carbon monoxide, 
a colorless, odorless gas contained in the 
fumes. The degree of combustion in 
the engine has an influence on the 
amount of carbon monoxide discharged, 
but even under the best conditions the 
amount liberated poisons the air to a 
dangerous degree unless there is abun- 
dant ventilation.” 


CHURCH LOSES $2,000 
WINDOWS TO THIEVES 


33 Are Stored in St. Thomas’ 
Basement, but Check-Up 
Reveals Only 18. 


Stained glass church windows valued 
at $2,000. have been stolen from the 
basement of St. Thomas’ Epsicopal 
Church, Eighteenth and Church streets 
northwest, during the last few months, 
the Rev. C. Ernest Smith, rector, re- 
ported to police yesterday. 

Dr. Smith told police 33 windows 
which had been removed from teh 
church during the past 25 years were 
stored in the basement.

A public appeal for a fund of $25,000 
to aid local tornado suffers was made 
yesterday by the District of Columbia 
Chapter of the American Red Cross. 

Maj. Gen. George Barnett, chairman 
of the local chapter, at first believed 
his organization could adequately care 
for the storm victims with the chapter's 
emergency fund, together with volun- 
teer contributions. However, the public’s 
total volunteer contribution was $101 
and Gen. Barnett found it imperative 
to issue the appeal for $25,000. 

Maj. Gen. Barnett yesterday appoint- 
ed a Red Cross advisory committee to 
act in conjunction with the District 
chapter in making the awards. 


This committee consists of Mrs. How- 
ard E. Wilson, president of the Hines 
Junior High School Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation; Joseph L. Gannell, president 
of the Lincoln Park Citizens Associa- 
tion; David Babp, chairman of the com- 
mittee appointed by the District Feder- 
ation of Citizens’ Associations to co- 
operate with the Red Cross; A. G. Her- 
man, president of the Southeast Citi- 
zens Association; Warren E. Spencer 
and Victor Deyber, members of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the District of 
Columbia Red Cross Chapter. 

At a meeting last night, in the Hine 
Junior High School, of local chapter 
officials and members of the Red Cross 
advisory committee, more than a score 
of awards were approved. The officials 
will meet again today with the advisory 
committee for approval of additional 
awards. Approval was made also of 
emergency funds already expended by 
Red Cross workers. 


Approve Fund Appeal. 


Local and national officers of the Red 
Cross conferred yesterday on the pro- 
posed reconstruction program and it 
was decided that if the Red Cross is 
going to answer the pressing financial 
needs of some of the storm victims, it 
would be necessary to ask the public to 
contribute to a fund for this purpose. 

Red Cross workers, with headquarters 
in the Hine Junior High School, yester- 
day continued their investigation of 
families reporting needs. While these 
reports are being obtained Red Cross 
officials said the immediate needs of 
those in distress were being cared for. 
The organization has given emergency 
assistance to 25 families. 

Washington merchants have been ad- 
vised to beware of persons trying to 
make purchases and charging them to 
the Red Cross who have not been au- 
thorized to do so by the organization. 
This practice has followed in the wake 
of nearly all disasters and the Red 
Cross officials do not believe Washing- 
ton’s tornado disaster is any exception. 

Gen. Barnett said he did not. believe 
the citizenry of Washington would turn 
a deaf ear to the local chapter’s appeal 
for immediate assistance. Gen. Barnett 
cited the La Plata and Mississippi flood 
disasters as a criterion for his state- 
ment that Washington will surely 
“come through.”
